—Living costs rose in January 
to a point just below the record, 
the Government reported today. 
The ise of three-tenths 
one per cent Was too small, 
however, to prevent workers in 
the automobile, 
farm machinery industries from 
losing a penny in hourly pay. 
rates.

These workers, whose wage | 
rates are geared to the index, 
got a 2 cent increase last fall 
when the Government index hit | 
its peak of 115.4 per cent ‘of | 
the 1947-49 average in October.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 26—The 
battle lines were drawn today 
between Army Secretary Robert 
T. B. Stevens and Republican 
Sehator Joseph R. McCarthy of 
Wisconsin over the question of 


future humiliation and abuse of 
military personnel testifying be- 
fore McCarthy's subcommittee 
on subversive activities in goy- 
ernment. 

With the 100 per cent support 
of President Eisenhower and: the 
Defense Department, Stevens 
read a statement at the White 
House last night, asserting: 

“I shall never accéde to the 
abuse of Army personnel under 
circumstances, including

| Senator McCarthy, when in- 
formed at the Capitol of the 
Stevens's statement, immediately 
charged that the Army Secretary 
had made “a completely false 
statement”..when he claimed he 
had assurances from the mem- 
bers of McCarthy's investigating 
subcommittee that future wit- 
nesses would not be “brow- 
beaten or humiliated.” 

(McCarthy told reporters. to- 
day, the United Press reported, 
that he made the “ocmpletely 
false statement” charge because 
he thought Stevens had inti- 
mated that he had refused to let 
an Army witness have a lawyer, 
“That is not true,” he said. 

(The Senator said he consid- 
ered “this unpleasant hassle” at 
an end, that he was sure that 
witnesses “will be fairly treat- 
ed.” He said he assured Stevens 
by telephone last Saturday “that 
witnesses in the future will get 
the same fair treatment they got 
in the past.” 2 

(The United Press said that 
while McCarthy apparently stbod 
his ground in most of his dispute 
with Stevens, he said a “further 
exchange of statements would 
be ridiculous.” He said he had 
“no differences” now with 
Stevens.) es 

McCarthy, questioned by r 
porters, said that he had ma 
it clear to Stevens at a lunchedh 
on Wednesday—when a “memd- 
randum of understanding” had 
been reached between Stevens 
and the Republican members_ of 
the subcommittee—that if wit- 
nesses “are not frank and truth- 
ful, whether military personnel 
or not, they will be examinéd 
vigorously to get the truth about 
Communist activities.” 

Stevens ‘Not Running Group.’

Replacement Cost Put at 
$50,000—80 Head of Live- 
stock, 6 Mules Saved. 


Two large barns at National 
Stockyards on the East Side 
were destroyed this afternoon 
by a fast-burning fire that sent 
up a great cloud of smoke and 
attracted -many spectators. Ap- 
proximately 80 head of live- 
stock and six miles were moved 
out of them safely. 

There was a stiff wind at the 
time, and hard work by the 
stockyards firemen and others 
from East St. Louis fire de- 
partment saved several nearly 
wooden sheds. 

The barns, built 83 years ago, 
had brick walls and roofs of 
frame construction covered with 
tar paper. One of them was 
used for storage of hay, which 
increased the volume of heavy 
smoke _ An official of Producers 
Livestock Co., which used one 
of the buildings for handling 
cattle between loading opera- 
tions, estimated tentatively that 
it would cost $50,000 to replace 
them. 

In past years, the barn, now; 
used by Producers, was the site 
of the horse and mule auction, 
once a considerable part of the 
stockyards operations. 

The cause of the fire was not 
established definitely, but fire- 
men noted that a load of hay 
was being belivered by truck at 
the time and the truck stalled. 
The driver went to get help, and 
when re returned the fire had 
Started in the hay, firemen re- 
ported.

Two Nabbed as They

Agents in Parking Lot 
on DeBalivere. 


Four men. were charged with 
violation of federal narcotics 
laws today following seizure of 
what police and narcotics agents 
said was the largest quantity of 
heroin found here in 10 years. 
Police estimated its value at 
$15,000 or more in capsules for 
sale to addicts. . 

The four, charged in warrants 
issued by United States Commis- 
sioner Edwin J. Bean, were 
named as Ervin Klearman, 7800 
block of Teasdale avenue, Uni- 
versity City; Robert D. Stratton, 
7700 block of Teasdale; Mark S. 
Kaplan, 6000 block of Mapie 
avenue, and Jeffrey Taylor, 
Negro, 900 block of Marcus ave- 
nue. 

Klearman and Stratton were 
arrested Wednesday in a park- 
ing lot near 324 DeBaliviere 
avenue, where they had arranged 
to meet narcotics agents and 
sell them 5 ounces of heroin for 
$1200. The heroin was seized 
at the time of the arrests. 
Later, police said, Klearman 
told of renting a room in the 
5000 block of Ridge avenue. In 
it, police continued, they fdund 
an additional 44% ounces of pure 
heroin. ; 
The pure drug js at present 
obtainable here for $250 to $300 
an ounce, police said. By the 
time it was diluted and put in 
capsules for sale to addicts, 
they said, the 942 ounces would 
be worth between $15,000 ‘and 
$20,000. 

The warrants charged Klear- 


rman and Stratton with selling 


205 grains of heroin for $80 on 
Feb. 19; Taylor with selling 742 
grains for $20 on Dec. 21, and 
Kaplan with selling 159 grains 
for $150 on Nov. 23. 
Kaplan and Taylor were, de- 
scribed by agents and police as 
“pushers” or narcotics salesmen, 
for Klearman and Stratton, Po- 
lice records show Klearman was 
sentenced to a three-year peni- 
tentiary term for burglary and 
larceny in 1933, and Stratton to 
four years for burglary in 1939. 
Capt. William Washer of the 
Deer street police district, who 
was in charge of police that par- 
ticipated in the arrests, said 
Taylor told of being ordered. by 
Stratton to obtain six snub 
nosed revolvers. :

“Let us recognize and pro- 
tect the constitutional rights of 
all, including Communists, but 
let us not be blinded to the fact 
that, if the Communist. philoso- 
phy should prevail, these con- 
stitutional rights would be for- 
ever lost. 

“Let us make certain that all 


accused, including Communists, 


have a fair trial, or hearing, 
under recognized standards and 
rules of procedure, but let us 
not condemn as ‘witch hunting’ 
all efforts to rid our gevern- 
ment, our profession and our 
schools of the disciples of Com- 
munism, or condemn as ‘stool 
pigeons’ those’ who espoused 
Communism in the past and now 
are willing to testify under oath 
to.expose its aims and purposes.”

WASHINGTON, Feb. 26 (AP) 
—The Eisenhower Administra- 
tion has laid out a line of strong 
resistance to any increase now 
in individual me tax exemp- 
tions. As House Republican 


and Democratic leaders squared 
off for battle over the issue, 
each predicted success. 

“an exemption increase will 
be adopted by Congress,” pre- 
dicted Representative Boggs 
(Dem.), Louisiana, sponsor of a 
move to boost exemptions from 
$600 to $700. This would save 
taxpayers about $2,500,000,000 a 
year, and cost the Government 
that much. 

Representative Halleck of In- 
diana, House Republican leader, 
declared: “The over-all Repub- 
lican program for tax reduction 
is sound and in the interests of 
taxpayers and the country. I 
think it will prevail.” 

(A New York Herald Tribune 
dispatch said the Administra- 
tion was reported considering a 
presidential radio-television ap- 
peal to the public to back up its 
tax stand, but informed sources 
said no final decision has been 
4 reached on this idea.) 

Secretary of the Treasury 
George M. Humphrey took up 
the cudgels for thé Administra- 
tion late yesterday with a state- 
ment President Eisenhower was 
said to have approved, 

Humphrey said the Adminis- 
tration would “vigorously” fight 
| the proposed exemption increase 
| because: 

1. Cost of national security, 
althougk coming down, re- 
mains high and taxes must 
continue relatively high “until 
Government spending can be 
further reduced with safety.” 

2. Loss of revenue from pro- 
posed increased exemptions 
would “throw us back into 
i substantial deficit financing 
| which cannot be justified at 
i the present time and which 
we have been working so hard 
to overcome. The present fis- 
cal program contemplates a 
| deficit next year of three bil- 
| lion dollars. 
| Humphrey said the Adminis- 
tration’s program already calls 
i for 1954 tax reductions of more 
than $6,500,000,000.

We were headed toward the 
concept of a too-powerful Presi- 
dent and a too-weak Congress.

Today we are experiencing ex- 
actly the same thing—in reverse. 
Both shoes are on the other foot 
and now an almost continuous, 
truculent, threatening effort is 
under way to make the execu- 
tive branch of the Government 
a service appendage of Congress. 

This is an equally dangerous 
trend. 

Nothing could be more valu-

The editorial reprinted from the New York 
Herald Tribune in today’s Mirror of Public 
Opinion makes clear how dismayed that respon- 
sible voice in Republican journalism is as it 
contemplates the record—and the prospects for 
even worse excesses to come. Even the Chicago 
Daily Tribune, long a strong supporter of Sen- 
ator McCarthy, says that his “behavior” toward 
Gen. Zwicker was unjustified.

The right of the people to know is basic and 
this holds with respect to the Army as with 
every other branch of the Government. If the 
Army makes a mistake it should correct it, and 
if it is unduly slow about it, the investigative 
function of Congress can be a valuable help in 
the public interest. Let the full facts in the 
Peress discharge case come out. 

But that does not mean the only reliance is 
on one-man secret sessions conducted by a 
publicity-seeking Senator who jumps into an 
inquiry already in progress in kangaroo court 
fashion. Senator Morse, Oregon Independent, 
put it well when he said he would defend Sen- 
ator McCarthy's “power to conduct investiga- 
tions, but would do everything possible to take 
away his power to operate under any procedure 
he wishes.” 

What is heeded is a set of fair rules for hear- 
ings—such as Scott W. Lucas, Paul H. Douglas, 
Wayne Morse and others have proposed over 
recent years.

The proposed change in the relationship be- 
tween St. Louis and St. Louis county that 
Michael Joseph Hart and four other members 
of the Republican City Committee urged last 
week seems to have undergone substantial modi- 
fication.

Having successfully defended his agreément 


to attend a conference, Mr. Dulles. new faces the 
question of whether he can. successfully frame 
a meaningful policy for the conference.

Whether they become any more than possibili- 
ties depends in large part upon the attitude to 
be taken by Soviet Russia and Communist China. 
The attitude to be taken by the United States 
will also be a factor, however, and it remains 
to be seen whether Mr. Dulles’s own party will 
permit him to reach a basic settlement with 
Peiping. 

In his radio talk Mr. Dulles took care to avoid 
committing himself against recognition of China 
in any circumstances.

What happened Wednesday afternoon 
on Capitol hill must be set down in the 
light of facts now visible as a sorry 
betrayal of interests which every Amer- 
ican shares. 


Under severe party pressure, the 
Secretary of the Army surrendered to 
a Senator who had «humiliated and 
bullied an Army general and who had 
spread the most infamous insinuations 
touching the Army’s very loyalty and 
patriotism, 


The whole matter is the more disturb- 
ing because Secretary Stevens had pre- 
viously taken a stand which was digni- 
fied, necessary and right. He had ex- 
pressed the resentment he understand- 
ably felt at the treatment meted out to 
Gen. Zwicker by 
Senatom McCarthy: 
in closed hearings. 
He had annou 
that he would not 
allow Gen. Zwicker 
to ‘appear again de- 
spite the Senator’s 
orders but that he 
would himself take 
the stand to give 
public testimony. 

Thus was the 
sense of morale 
and authority with- 
in the Army to be 
preserved. Thus Robert T.:B. Stevens 
was there to be 
catied a halt to the usurpation of the 
executive realm which Senator °Mc- 
Carthy had advanced insidiously. And 
then what happened? 


Tuesday Senator McCarthy turned 
from the scheduled confrontation of 
himself and Secretary Stevens to go off 
on one of the diversions that form so 
regular a weapon in his armory. Re- 
moving from the jurisdiction of the

unproved case, already under investi- 


gation by the Army, Senator McCarthy ~ 


spread it on the public record so that

matics Secretary Stevens retreated com- 
pletely from his earlier position; and 
in the “memorandum of agreement” 
thereupon signed consented that Gen.

Perhaps in the two-hour conference 
Senator MeCarthy gave private assur- 
ances that next time he would treat 
Gen. Zwicker more fairly (on Monday 
in Philadelphia he boasted that he 
should have been tougher). 

Very probably, as a matter of fact, 
this whole case will be let lie when 
Secretary Stevens sends his report to 
Congress, and Gen. Zwicker will not 
appear again. 

But does that make the retreat look 
any better? Senator McCarthy will be 
off on a dozen new tracks, fortified by 
this latest victory over the institution 


which,, above all others, should stand 


secure against his depredations. 

At stake in this controversy has been 
the very serious issue of a free coun- 
try’s ability to preserve in their integ- 
rity the institutions and the constitu- 
tional procedures by which it lives. 


A steady process of encroachment 
and intimidation has been put on foot 
by Senator McCarthy. Again and again 
it has seemed that he has so plainly 
over-reached himself as to be set for a 
decisive check. 

Again and again, for want of percep- 
tion or nerve:at the crucial moment, 
he was let go unopposed, to escape the 
consequences Of his own rashness and 
build new strength for the future.

‘Between Book Ends 


Reproduction of ‘Last Supper’ 


NARDO DA VINCI 
REATION BY LUMEN 
Rg Kinney. (Coward. 


AN ACCOUNT: OF 'TS K 
MARTIN WINTER, 
McCann, 108 pgs., 
To recreate the Last Supper of Leon- 
ardo da Vinci would be an impossible 
task, but the documentation in connec- 
tion with the copying of this famous 
masterpiece revivifies for us the mood, 
the manner and the story of this great 
mural of 450 years ago. Commissioned 
to make a replica of the “Last Supper” 
now disintegrating on the walls of the 
refectory of the Convent Church of 
Santa Maria Delle Gracia, in Milan, 
despite all attempts to save it, Lumen 
Winter, an illustrator and mural pairter 
of New York City, undertook this amaz- 
ing task in the spring of 1951. Realizing 
that no great painting's message can 
be copied, as he drew up for his client 
a “Statement of Intention” in which he 
promised to do all the research and 
study possible in the attempt to relieve 
or to understand the environment and 
experiences that led 

to the painting of 
“The Last Supper.” 

Harrison Kinney, 
a contributor to the 
New Yorker and 
other magazines, 
has told the story 
clearly .and well. 
One might be surer 
of the facts if the 
drawing of the Pan- 
theon at Rome had 
not been captioned 
“Parthenon,” and 
also called ‘‘Parthe- 
non” in the list of 
illustrations. How- 
ever, the book is an interesting account 
of Winter’s visit to Leonardo’s birth- 
place, the little hill town of Vinci, near 
Florence, in Italy, and of his research 
in books and documents for historical 
and biographical background. Winter 
not only studied the documents but ac- 
tually visited all the places where Leon- 
ardo worked. He also read the master's 
“Treatise on Painting” until he could 
recite whole passages from memory. 

With a portfolio filled with sketches 
of places and with measurements of 
Leonardo’s paintings, especially of the 
“Last Supper,” he returned to New 
York. The sfetches form the illustra- 
tions of this book. Also graphic geo- 
metric structures of Leonardo’s paint- 
ings are indicated as the basis of Win- 
ter’s work. 

He remained at hig task in his studio 
fifteen hours a day for weeks and firlally 
finished the re uction in December 
1951. For grouping and placement of 
his figures, he projected es of parts 
of the original painting upon. his canvas 
and adjusted their proportions to the 
exact measurements of the original 
painting. With this to guide him and 
American models _ the figures, care- 


earnest and sympathetic way. 

Painted in oils, with pronounced, 
shimmering colors, even .in reproduc- 
tion, it is startling to those who know 
the soft, subdued colors of the original 
fresco. Winter explains them by saying 
that hé has, through his research, paint- 
ed with the colors Leonardo is thought 
to have used. 

The replica was first exhibited in the 
gallery of the Architectural League in 
New York City.

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Why Did Molotov Hold Back His Ace? 


‘WASHINGTON. 
INCE NO ISSUES OF SUBSTANCE were settled at Berlin, 
S or even negotiated seriously, the attempt to assess the effects 
of the meeting must be almost entirely guesswork. Speaking 
for the time being only of Europe, we know, for example, what 
in fact we knew before the meeting: that the principal powers 


are not now able to agree on the unification and military evacua- 
tion of Germany. 


But we do not know what the 
Germans will be thinking and 
saying as they realize that they 
are faced with the prospect of 
partition and occupation that 
have no visible end. The meeting 
has, of course, 
raised a num- 
ber of questions 
which are inter- 
esting and which 
may be very im- 
portant. One of 
them is why Mr. 
Molotov, who is 


the Westerners to renounce it. 

The occupation of Eastern 
Germany is a great and tangible 
asset now: Thé dangers to the 
Soviet Union from EDC and 
German rearmament are theo- 
retical, and cannot become actual 
for a number of years, at the 
minimum three to four years.

To answer this question we | 
can at least begin with some- | 
thing that is positive and not | 
really in doubt. It is that last 
summer the Soviet Government 
came to a firm decision that it 
could not and would not agree 
now to the military ev tion 
of Eastern Germany and of Aus- 
tria. We can, I think, be sure of 
that much. 

We can be fairly sure also 
that the decision became firm 
after: the German uprising in 
June and the subsequent fall of 
Beria, and that it is connected 
with the revival of the political | 
power and influence of the Red | 
Army. The basic decision to con-| 
tinue to occupy Germany and | 
not to reunite it was already |

NEW YORK, Feb. 26—Ignatz 
Mezei, an alien seeking admis- 
sion to this country after being 
held on Ellis Island since 1950, 
admitted before a special im- 
migration board yesterday that 
he had lied in filling out gov- 
ernment forms, but that it was 
done “for my country.” 

Mezei, a cabinet maker of 
Hungarian parentage, said he 
incorrectly claimed he was born 
in Illinois when he registered 
for the draft and as an air raid 
warden in Buffalo, where he 
lived for many years before re- 
turning to Hungary in 1948. 

Assistant United States At- 
torney Alfred P. O’Hara, who is 
_ fighting Mezei’s admission on 
the charge that he was a member 
of the Communist party in this 
country, produced documents to 
show that Mezei had claimed 
American birth. Mezei’s counsel 
said Buffalo required its wardens 
to be citizens. 

“I tried to help my country 
best what I could do,” Mezei 
said. “That was what I did. That 
was my duty.” 

He ‘said he was not sure exact- 
ly where he was born. He re- 
entered this country in 1950 un- 
der the British quota, claiming 
he was born on a British ship 
at Gibraltar. During his deten- 
tion on Ellis island, no country 
would accept him as a deportee. 


Alien Named as Communist by 
Former Party Member.

Night Driving

Dr. Paul W. Miles, ophthalmologist in the Washington 
University School of Medicine, writing in the current issue 
of the Archives of Ophthalmology, said, “Particularly unfor- 
tunate is the popular selection of pink for the spectacles 
and aquamarine green for windshields, While pure red and 
pure green filters may be quite transparent, in combination 
they are opaque.” 

Though pink and aquamarine green are not pure colors, 
their combination can lessen your vision to one third of 
what you can see through colorless glass. 

Night driving requires maximum visual acuity and rapid 
adaptation to the dark after having headlights flashed in 
your eyes. It’s like walking into a dark movie. At first you 
can’t see the seats until your @yes have adapted to the 
dark. 

After each time that headlights from oncoming cars 
flash in your eyes, they have -to adapt to the relative dark- 
ness of the road illumined by your own headlights.. 


INTED glass in automobile windshields and spectacles 
makes night driving dangerous because it cuts down

TESTS HAVE SHOWN that tinted glass for night driv- 
ing sharply cuts your visual acuity. Normal daytime vision 
is 20-20. During night driving, visual acuity is 20-32 or 
two thirds through ordinary colorless glass, 20-34 through 
light yellow glass, 20-40 or one-half through pink glass, 
20-46 or less than one-half through green windshield glass, 
and 20-60 or one third of normal thorugh a combination 
of pink spectacles and green windshield. 

“Even more damning,” said Dr. Miles, “is the effect of 
tinted glass on resolving power during night driving. A 
pair of objects which would appear separate at 100 feet 
through a clear windshield would appear single through a 
green windshield until you were only 25 feet away.” 

Through a colorless windshield, a man and boy walking 
side by side down the highway would appear as two people 
when you were 100 feet away. But through a green wind- 
shield, you wouldn’t see them as two figures until you were 
25 feet away, or too close to slow down. 

x * * 

ONE REASON green windshields are especially danger- 
ous at night is that they cut out two thirds of the head- 
lamps’ light. Almost two thirds of headlight energy is a 
reddish light that can’t pass through green glass. Only one 
third is in the blue green range that passes through green 
glass. This is fine for the headlights that face you, but it 
cuts down just as much on what you can see by your own 
headlight. 

For this reason, a green windshield is the worst pos- 
sible color for night driving safety. It’s even more dan- 
gerous when headlights are dimmed or when the windshield 
is muddy or sleet misted. To make “matters worse, even 
the slightest tinted glass “Gy to the night blindness of 
color-blind persons. 

More people are at least saath red-green color-blind 
than you might think, though any definite figure would be 
a guesstimate. 

Dr. Miles offered thorough sensible suggestions. “Green 
windshield glass should be in a separate layer that can be 
moved aside for night driving. Also, people with defective 
vision, including color-blindness, should add auxiliary head- 
lights to their cars and avoid any type of tinted glass for 
night driving.”

Few Years and Fame Make a Difference 


On His First St. Louis 'Engagement' George Gobel Was Through Before He Even Started

EORGE GOBEL sat on‘a 
satin-upholstered sofa eating 
grapefruit from a silver dish. 


at the Chase hotel, and George 
couldn’t help but think of the 
contrast between this and his 
first appearance at the Chase. 

That was back in 1946 when 
George, a short little Air Force 
pilot just out of the war, was 
trying to make it known to an 
indifferent world that he was 
an enteftainer.

I 
around with my little suitcase 
and guitar, and no one seemed 
to know I was there. 

“Finally I got in line at the 
desk. When it came my turn 
I asked if there was a reserva- 
tion for George Gobel. The 
clerk said no, and to please step 
aside for those who did have 
reservations. I said to her, ‘I’m 
going to work here,’ and she 
said, ‘what do you do?’ and I 
said, ‘I’m a performer.’ 

“She sent for Harold Koplar, 
the manager. He said the name 
sounded familiar and he remem- 
bered talking to my agent about 
me, but he never signed the con- 
tract. People were running all 
around the lobby like crazy, so 
I finally decided we'd better 
call my agent. We did, and he 
said he guessed I'd better come 
home, which I did. That was 
probably the shortest engage- 
ment in history. There have 
been places where I didn’t do so 
well, but that’s the only place 
I never got past the lobby.” 

Which shows what a differ- 
ence a few years and fame can 
make. When George arrived in 
St. Louis this time his suite was 
ready and the red carpet was 
out, and he and Koplar have 
had a good laugh about what 
happened in 1946.

Contract

REAT strides have been 

made in the science of con- 

tract bridge during the past 
20-odd years, but the sad fact 
remains that players are put to 
more guesses than they faced in 
“the old days.” Time was when 
the lead of a deuce carried a 
rockribbed guarantee of being 
a fourth-best lead (unless it was 
a singleton), whereas today the 
lead js made, as often as not, 
from a three-card suit. 

Observe how this change of 
moves can make life very un- 
happy for a player in such a 
spot as East’s below.

South quickly disposed of the 
adverse trumps, ruffed a low 
heart, cashed the club ace and 
ruffed dummy’s next-to-last 
heart, then ruffed the low club 
on the table. Now it was the 
simplest thing in the world to 
lead the heart jack and discard 
a low diamond from the closed 
hand, with the assurance that 
West, after taking the trick, 
would have to return a diamond 
to South’s major tenace, or a 
club that would yield a ruff- 
and-discard. 


This was all very fine for 
South, who deserved a good

ICKINGS were pretty slim when the first of these reports 
appeared 10 years ago this week. World War II was going 
full blast and recording companies were being assaulted on 


two major fronts—getting materials, principally shellac, and James

C. Petrillo, boss of the musi- 
cians’ uffion. All records were 
still of the old 78 r.p.m. type 
and practically all of them, with 
or without shellac, brought from 
the speaker the sound of an ag- 
onized cement mixer. Victor, 
Columbia and Decca were then 
the “Big 3” of record labels, 
with Capitol emerging from the 
West Coast as a solid challenger. 


Decca at that time had bowed 


to Petrillo’s demands for more 
money for recording musicians, 
but Victor and Columbia were 
still holding out. These condi- 
tions were reflected in two al- 
bums reviewed here that week: 
Decca’s “One Touch of Venus” 
by tthe original-cast, and Vic- 


tor’s “Up Swing,” a collection of reissues by Benny Goodman, 
Tommy Dorsey, Artie Shaw annd Glenn Miller. Singles touched 
on that week included Stan Kenton’s “Do Nothin’ Till You Hear 
From Me” and “Harlem Folk Dance,” from Capitol, and a Cootie 
Williams record from Hit, a label that wasn’t long for this world. 
That was about the size of the new releases of that week in 
February 1944. Skipping a decade, the current week has brought, 
it is safe to say, almost an many new popular records as were put 


out in the entire year of 1944.

BUT EVEN IN 1944, after the Petrillo ban was lifted, there were 
‘omens that after the war the recording business would break wide 
open. And it did. Before long dozens of new pop labels began 
to pop up. Crosby and Sinatra gave ground to a hoarde of virile- 


_ voiced baritones. There were new bands, new girl singers, scores 

| of new labels, some of which made but a brief fight of it. Labels 
_ like Mercury, London, M-G-M and Coral won the right to call 
_ themselves “majors.” The new jazz—bebop was it's first name— 


grew up and matured almost overnight mainly through the me- 


_ dium of records. The score of every new Broadway musical had 


to be immediately recorded, Entertainers of all types and vintage 
discovered they couldn't survive unless they made records. All, 
of course, called themselves “recording artists.”

THERE WERE OTHER important developments: Columbia's 
introduction of the Long Play record in 1948 (after radio tran- 
scMiptions had been made at 33% speed for years) and Victor 
following soon with the smaller 45 r.p.m. records with the big 
center hole; gimicks like the echo chamber to give the effect of 
singing in a cave, multiple takes so Les Paul could play 12 stringed 
instruments on one record; in the absence of new material just 
about every old tune in the files were revived; and new material, 
in many cases, needed little or no merit to get on records; the 
dise Jockey became a pop record’s best friend; radio stations that 
once defied playing anything but transcriptions finally succumed 
to records; a number of platter spinners got rich, honorably: or 
otherwise; record prices went up, but the public still bought many, 
many times more than ever before. aw 

Yes, it's been fun, downright exciting at times, to watch this 
big boom in popvilar records and to chronicle many of the resulting 
products and trends in this space.

SURPRISE ATTACKS were 
rare. Usually the nobles had 
warning about the approach of 
armed foes. Each baron or other

' ers known as knights. 


Knights wore armor, and often 
placed armor over their steeds. 
The armor was heavy, indeed. 
One suit which has been saved 
to the present tinte has a weight 
of 93 pounds. It was built for a 
stout man, and was heavier than 
most armor, but many knights 
were loaded down with armor 
weighing from 40 te 60 pounds. 

While inside their homes,: or 
behind the walls of castles, 
knights often went about with- 


| out armor. They were willing to 


carry the metal only when there 
was special need. 

When he started on a danger- 
ous journey, a knight would put 
on a suit of armor, but his 
squire would carry the knight's 
shield and helmet, and would 
give them to him when the 
time for fighting came close. 


SQUIRES usually were from 
14 to 20 years of age. Each

squire hoped to be made a 
knight at about the time of his 
twenty-first birthday. 

Knighthood was an _ honor 
which could be given to. men 
who were outside of noble fami- 
lies. The sons of earls, barons 
and counts were fairly sure to 
become knights, but a young 
man “of low degree” might win 
the title if a lord was pleased 
by a brave action. The young | 
man was tapped.on the shoul- 
der with a sword, or was struck 
on the neck with a bare hand, 
when he was “dubbed” a knight,
